5. Discussion of information contained in records made, maintained or received by a body
or agency when access by the general public to those records is prohibited by statute.

6. Discussion or approval of the content of examinations administered by a body or agency
for licensing, permitting or employment purposes

7. Consultations between municipal officers and a code enforcement officer relating to
enforcement matter pending in District Court.

Fiscal Year 2005-2006
Third Quarter January — March 2006

During this past quarter of fiscal year 2005-2006, the General Assistance program encountered 172
households of whom 125 requested General Assistance from this office. The applicants, requesting
a total of $49,828.00, were actually assisted with $14,044.90 or 21%. The amount assisted is based
on criteria such as an applicant’s need, state maximums, whether the status of the situation is an
emergency or non-emergency, and other criteria.

Emergency situations such as loss of housing may not be considered an emergency if a repeat
applicant had income that could have been used to prevent all or part of an emergency but they spent
that income on items that are not basic necessities, which include shelter, heating costs, electric,
food, and non-prescription drugs up to the ordinance maximums. This office saw significant
increases in some expenditure.

In this quarter, the General Assistance program expended:
=  67% on Housing
= 8% on Electric
. 3% on Food
. 4% on Miscellaneous Items
7% on Medical
11% on Fuel

Of the applicants requesting General Assistance this last quarter 36% were first-time applicants to
any GA office. Of all applicants, 59% were granted assistance. Of the remaining applicants:

. 55% did not qualify primarily as a result of lack of information and
. 33% were not income eligible
. 12% were denied for other reasons

To continue significant cost-saving measures, this office refers applicants to other agencies for
services and resources to supplement their needs.

Of the households that applied for General Assistance,

= 46% are involved in extended medical situations

= 12% are employed but do not make enough to meet their basic
necessities

= 27% are unemployed

= 8% are receiving State assistance and

= 7% are “others” who may have just been released from jail or are
living on other income such as child support

Submitted with this memo is the 2006-07 Action Plan of the Community Development Program. The Action Plan
is scheduled for City Council adoption on May 1. The documents will then be submitted to the Department of
Housing and Urban Development on May 15.

Public Hearing
Prior to adoption, a public hearing is required to allow for citizen input.
Action Plan

Last year the City Council adopted a 5-year Consolidated Plan. The development of a Consolidated Plan involves
researching the conditions that affect the living environment of Auburn’s low income residents, particularly
housing and market conditions, and establishing a strategic plan which identifies goals, specific objectives, and
benchmarks for measuring progress. Setting priorities was the responsibility of the Citizens Advisory Committee,
a group of 18 persons representing non-profit and for-profit housing developers, social services, tenants,
homebuyer, realtor, local housing authority, Lewiston-Auburn Alliance for Services to the Homeless, and 5
representatives from Auburn’s target areas. The 2006-07 Action Plan includes goals and objectives for the second
year of the Consolidated Plan.

Within the annual Action Plan are two separate budgets, Community Development Block Grant and Housing
Investment Partnerships (HOME) Program. The attached document reflects several changes to the Community
Development budget from the one presented at the City Council workshop.

Budget Changes

e IDA’s: Funds for the request of Coastal Enterprises, Inc. for Individual Development Accounts has been
reduced by $20,000 due to lack of performance this past year.

e Relocation: Relocation compensation for tenants displaced by two projects, the demolition of 190 Main
Street and the Drummond Street Market, have been paid in this fiscal year; therefore, the budget of $2,700
for relocation payments is eliminated.

e Get ACTIVE: At the request of Auburn Parks and Recreation Department, the Get ACTIVE Program is
eliminated.

e Pleasant Street: Sidewalk improvements to Pleasant Street is eliminated.

e Rehabilitation: Funding for the Rehabilitation Program is reduced by $100,000.

e Housing Administration: An additional $10,000 has been included in the Housing Administration
budget to obtain contracted services to assist with developing specification for rehabilitation loans.

e New Auburn Downtown Plan: The New Auburn Downtown Plan is increased by $10,000 to enable more
of the planning to be done by a consultant.

e Riverpark Site Improvements: The Riverpark Site Improvements project that was funded in last year’s
budget is short $42,700 to complete the improvements. The budget for this activity is increased to cover
this construction shortfall.

e Academy Street Acquisition: At the request of the City Manager, $115,000 is included to purchase land
at 15 Academy Street to be improved into a parking lot.

The budget and corresponding activities for Auburn’s Home Investment Partnerships Program has one change.
Tenant-based rental assistance for chronically homeless is eliminated and the funds have been placed in the
Homeowner Rehabilitation budget.

As the lead agency in the Auburn-Lewiston HOME Consortium, Auburn must include the HOME budget for the
City of Lewiston in its Action Plan. Lewiston Community Development staff is responsible for preparing this
budget.
